Beyond that it was understood 


that there will be direct negotiations 
between Egypt and Israel for the 
first real peace since Israel was 
established in the first Middle East 
war 25 years ago. 
Government sources in Israel 
reported the acceptance of the com­ 
promise peace plan as Kissinger 


left Cairo, flew to neighboring 
Jordan for talks with King Hussein 
and then flew on to Saudi Arabia lor 
talks there with King Feisal. 


As he left Cairo, Kissinger himself 
reported “ good progress.”

Kissinger 
conferred 
in 
Amman 
with 
King 
Hussein 
of 
Jordan, assistant secretary of state 
for Middle East Affairs, Joseph 
Sisco, met in Jerusalem with Prime 
Minister Golda Meir of Israel. Sisco 
carried the latest proposals to Israel 
Wednesday night after a meeting in 
Cairo between Kissinger and Sadat. 
Israeli government sources in Tel 
Aviv said the peace plan provided

Nixon, calling for a 
nation-wide commitment to beat the 
energy crisis, has asked the public 
to lower thermostats and drive 
slower and urged Congress to bring 
back year-around daylight saving 
time 
and 
to 
relax 
some 
environmental rules. 


In a national televised broadcast 
stressing the energy crisis is the 
worst since World War II, Nixon 
said if his measures did not work, 
more restrictive actions, such as 
gas rationing, might be needed.

Freeway case 
taken under 
advisement 


A three-judge panel yesterday 
took under advisement appeals by 
both sides of the controversial 
Highway 1 bypass case. 


Jurists in Division 4, Court of 
Appeal, Second Appellate District in 
Los Angeles heard oral testimony 
from bypass opponents and from the 
state. Hub of the question was 
whether the court would continue a 
stay of construction that was issued 
in August or whether the court 
would lift the stay, thus clearing the 
way for the project near Lompoc. 


A spokesman for the court today 
said a decision would be rendered in 
the case “ no later than 90 days after 
the 
oral 
arguments.” 
Those 
arguments came yesterday. 


While the court prepares to act, a 
$9 million freeway project remains 
in limbo. The state proposes a five- 
mile, four-lane freeway to carry 
Highway 1 across the east border of 
the City of Lompoc from a point at 
Highway 246 and Highway 1, north 
to a point a couple of miles north of 
the Santa Ynez River.

The Senate Interior Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Sen.

President’s proposals that the bill 
was similar to what Nixon wanted in 
most cases but in some instances 
should give the President more 
leeway. 


“ Don’t tie the President’s hands 
with time limits,” he told the 
committee. 
“ We are going to proceed here on 
a bipartisan basis,” Jackson said in 


his opening remarks. 
Nixon, 
calling for a national 
commitment similar to that which 
developed the atomic bomb during 
World War II and landed a man on 
the moon in the 1960s, said his aim 
was complete self-sufficiency in 
energy 
by 
1980—“ project 
in­ 
dependence” as he called it. 
He ordered power plants 
be 
prevented from switching from coal 
to oil, directed airlines get less 
petroleum products which would 
result in a 10 per cent cut in flights 
and 
directed 
the 
government 
agencies to take the same measures 
he was asking the public to take.

The Lompoc City Council last 
night voted to cut back the use of the 
city’s new light standard Christmas 
decorations by this much and, in a 
flyer to be mailed with city utility 
bills, 
to 
urge 
individuals 
and 
businesses to do the same. 
Council 
action 
also 
included 
partial concurrence with a power 
conservation program proposed by 
the 
11-city 
Northern 
California 
Power Agency, a public power 
entity of which Lompoc, with its 
electric distribution system, is a 
member. 
The panel also got behind the 
NCPA suggestion to devise ways to 
comply 
with 
President 
Nixon s 
conservation suggestions, but talked 
at 
blanket 
approval 
of 
rolling 
blackouts, 
load curtailment and 
automatic load shedding as power 
saving measures. 
With 
Councilman 
George 
Cotsenmoyer voting no because 
more of the NCPA plan wasn’t 
included, the board registered 3-1 
approval 
to 
the 
Christmas 
conservation action proposed by 
Gene Wahlers, city administrative 
officer, and asked him to begin work 
on a comprehensive, longer range 
Lompoc energy policy. Councilman

Conservation Release Board to ask 
the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation to 
allow

deliveries next spring. 
Increased deliveries based on the 
assumption 
that 
the 
average 
Cachuma Project yield could be 
boosted to a minimum of 35,000 acre 
feet 
could 
“ ease 
the 
water 
shortages 
which 
have 
been 
experienced in some areas of the 
South Coast before the next season 
of heavy water demand,” the county 
agency has been informed by the 
release board in a letter signed by 
Donald B. Cachelin, president. 
Cachelin explained that engineers 
of his board have conducted studies 
which support the belief that the 
yield could be boosted from the 
bureau’s calculated safe yield of 
27,800 acre feet “ by conjunctive 
operation of the project and South 
Coast water systems.” 


Approved higher yield as proposed 
would “ benefit the entire county and 
could be done without creating 
water 
shortages 
or 
adversely 
affecting anyone’s water supplies or 
water rights,” Cachelin added. 


The release board’s position to the 
county agency was made known 
after the Bureau of Reclamation 
informed the water agency that it 
judges the calculated annual safe 
yield of water from the Cachuma 
Project “ continues to be 27,800 acre 
feet.” 


Acting 
Regional 
Director 
J. 
Robert Hammond added that it was 
“ anticipated” that additional water 
will become available from time to 
time as a result of implementation 
of new procedures. 


He explained that the amount of 
any increases would be determined 
and declared by the bureau “ as it 
becomes available.” 
Hammond told the water agency

At peak operation, the two units of 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company’s 
nuclear power facility at Diablo 


Canyon will suck up 1.734 million 
gallons of sea water per minute and 
disgorge the same volume back into 
the

environment, 18 degrees warmer. 


No one, not PG&E, the Atomic: 
Energy Commission, the California 
Department of Fish and Game or, 
least of all, the Scenic Shoreline 
Preservation Conference, claims to 
be able to predict exactly what this 
will do to the marine environment of 
the Central Coast. 


The question, pressed by SSPC 
through Lompoc attorney Bruce 
Sharpe, 
was

environmental hearing on Unit II. 


Though 
disclaiming 
total 
foreknowledge, PG&E and the AEC 
quote their own studies as indicating 
that any harmful thermal effect on 
marine life will be confined to the

Diablo Cove, site of the plant 
discharge structure. PG&E further 
bases this prediction on experience 
with three other, smaller, sea water 
cooled coastal power plants and 
adds that the warmer temperatures 


will actually cause some species to 
flourish.

will form a balloon shaped area 
called a “ thermal plume ” The

As it fans out 
and mixes with the colder water, the 
plume will decrease in temperature 
in loop-shaped surface gradients 
plotted on charts as “ isotherms.

Quality of Nixon's 
tapes said 'very bad' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rose 
Mary Woods, President Nixon’s 
personal secretary, said today the 
quality of some of the conversations 
on the President’s Watergate tapes 
is 
“ very 
bad” 
although 
the 
equipment was sensitive enough to 
pick up some outside band music. 
Miss Woods, testifying in Federal 
Judge John J. Sirica’s court about 
the tapes which Nixon has agreed to 
turn over to the judge, said she had 
transcribed some of the conver­ 
sations for Nixon But she said a 
verbatim transcript was impossible. 
“ I could not get every word and I 
don’t believe anyone else could,” 
she said. 
She said she was asked by the 
President to go to Camp David Sept. 
29 to listen to the controversial 


tapes—which 
forme»' 
Watergate 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox insisted 
on having before he was fired—and 
had worked many hours on them. 
But she said her job was far from 
finished. 


Miss Woods said the quality was 
“ very bad on some” of them, partly 
because of extraneous noises they 
picked up —from music apparently 
emanating from a formal ceremony 
on the White House lawn, to the loud 
noise of a coffee cup being banged 
on a desk 


Miss Woods, sometimes showing 
irritation at insistent questioning by 
special assistant prosecutor Jill 
Vollnei, also testified that she made 
sure she didn’t accidentally erase 
any portions of the tapes given her 


2,000 sign petition calling 


for ‘dial-a-bus’ service

story slows 'Electric Folderol' 


A mandate of the people 
That’s what Chester (Chet) Adams of 220 South J Street 
called a 2.000 signature petition plopped on the City 
Council’s collective desk last night, calling for Immediate 
action to give crippled, elderly people and handicapped 
people in wheelchairs a phone-in dial-a-ride bus service^. 
The petition was actually delivered by Cora Kestren, 
president of the citizens committee for Dial-a-Ride. Adams 
is the group’s VP. 
The service, as Adams described it. would bring specially 
equipped busses capable of carrying wheelchairs to the 
doorsteps of the elderly and handicapped and take them 
wherever they wanted to go locally for 50 cents. Adams 
described the proposed system, to embrace Mission Hills 
and Vandenberg Village, as the forerunner of an eventual 
local “ public transit system 
“ This petition, signed by 2,000 people, is clearly a 
mandate of the people,’ he said 
Mayor E. C. Stevens and City Councilman Sol Lefkowitz 
answered that the city is “ vitally interested” in improving 
local public transportation They assured that, thanks to 
Community 
Development Director A1 
Autry, 
local 
transportation needs would be studied as a part of a county 
“ Transit Feasibility Study. 
The anticipated study is required by grant funding 


agencies, Lefkowitz explained, but after completed may let 
the city in for up to 80 per cent funding for such program s 
as a dial-a-ride bus service. 
To the petitioners plea for “ immediate action,” though, 
the best the city council could reply was that a local 
transportation proposal might be completed within one 
year. 
In other business last night the council— 
-Voted 4-0 on a motion by Lefkowitz to restrict 
membership to the city Technical Advisory Committee for 
the city co funded, $20,000 Environmental Resources 
Management Study to citizens of the city. 
—Unanimously denied a request by the Lompoc Active 
20-30 club for a waiver of fees for a special police patrol for 
a benefit dance. The city’s inability to underwrite every 
worthwhile local project was cited as the reason. 
—Denied without prejudice a conditional use permit 
issued to Sam Fox for construction to convert the Dixie 
Court Motel at 820 East Ocean Avenue into an apartment- 
motel complex. Fox, present at the meeting, reauested the 
action and said that he would reapply later for a new 
conditional use permit after giving more consideration to 
details of the proposed work. 
—Asked Wahlers to propose possible replacement 
appointees to fill vacancies on the City Beautification and 
Parks and Recreation Commissions. 


Minnesota 
fugitives 
captured 


WADENA, Minn 
(UPI) 
— Two fugitives who shot 
their way out of jail, held a 
farm family hostage for two 
days and demanded a plane 
to freedom, were captured 
today after they fell asleep 
from exhaustion and their 
hostages escaped. 
FBI special agent Joseph 
Trimbach said the hostages 
— Elmer Wegscheid, his 
wife Joyce and their oldest 
son Ed, 15 —fled from their 
farmhouse at 4:15 a.m. 
when they noticed that the 
gunmen had fallen asleep. 
Trimbach said the two 
fugitives, John Morgan, 37, 
charged with murder, and 
William 
Winans, 
18, 
a 
burglary suspect, were not 
aware that the Wegscheids 
had escaped until two hours 
later. 
Trimbach said police did 
not rush the house while the 
fugitives 
were 
asleep 
because they did not want a 
shootout. When it became 
light enough, and police 
observed the fugitives were 
awake, they ordered them 
to surrender. 
Trimbach said he picked 
up a bullhorn and told the 
gunmen 
they 
had 
one 
minute to put on their shoes 
and walk out. The two men 
promptly 
surrendered 
without a struggle. He said 
they left their guns in the 
house.

with the hope of coming up 
with a classical children’s 
work himself. 
But the result is a nothing 
of a story. Its redeeming 
value 
is 
G r a c z y k ’s 
wonderful 
versions 
of 
fa m ilia r 
storybook 
characters, 
like 
his 
destitute Wilfred Wolf (once 
known as The Big, Bad 
Wolf), 
angry 
Clarabella 
Chicken (Chicken Little), 
and 
delusion 
- 
minded 
Talouse The Moose (Don 
Quixote). 
These characterizations, 
plus the outstanding make­ 
up and costume jobs done by 
the 
Hancock 
drama 
department, represent the 
worthwhile elements of the 
show. Still they could not 
sustain the imagination of 
the 
large 
audience 
of 
children 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
In 
most 
classic al 
children’s works, the story 
is told with character action 
and a minimum of words, 
I ’ve noticed. The language 
is simple, understandable to 
children; and the plot is so 
developed that children can 
identify 
with 
the 
main 
characters in their plight. 
(Consider 
“ Peter 
Pan, 
“ Cinderella,” and “ Snow 
White,” for example.) 
“ Folderol,” on the other 
hand, 
contains

features in low degrees or

all. 
Briefly the 
storyline 
goes:

persecuted wolf 
(Manuel 
Izquierdo) finds himself in, 
as he calls it, weirdoland 
(Electric 
Folderol). 
He 
takes 
a 
selling 
job 
so 


everyone 
will 
come 
to 
respect him. 
Along the way he meets 
another 
mistreated 
individual, 
Clarabella 
Chicken (Jeff Combs) who 
believes a piece of the sky 
fell on her head. Next he 
meets 
Talouse 
(Mark 
Harlik) who is looking for 
Mr. Maccabe Bee’s bumble. 
Someone stole it and he 
can’t talk 
All 
of 
this 
sounds 
enticingly funny as a plot, 
but it isn’t, except for 
isolated 
moments. 
The 
audience laughed too few 
times for a humor oriented 
show. 
I wonder who “ Folderol 


was written for. It needs to 
be purged, as the script 
spews words in all forms- 
rhymes, 
odes, 
songs, 
nonsensical dialogue. 
No 
action is really necessary to 
tell the story. 
Secondly, 
this 
verbal 
intercourse is uncompre- 
hensible mostly to children. 
It comes so fast and heavy.

PG&E predicted in 1972 that the four degree isotherm 
would encompass 42 acres, about the area of Diablo Cove. 
The AEC revised in 1973 that this area will probably be 
closer to 68 acres. No one is yet sure. 
The Diablo embayment is actually a trio of coves, North 
Cove, full of bull kelp and red abalone, Diablo Cove and 
South Cove, where the sea water intake structure is 
located. 
This year, the Department of Fish and Game published a 
433 page study, contracted by PG&E, by Marine biologists 
Richard Burge and Steven Schultz entitled “The Marine 
Environment in the Vicinity of Diablo Cove with Special 
Reference to Abalones and Bony Fishes.” 
This magnum opus placed the three coves about midway 
on a rocky "shoreside reef,” 13 miles long, offering 
excellent marine habitat, and isolated from other habitat at 
either end by long expanses of beach. 
The 
reef, 
the 
report states, 
“supports 
important 
communities 
of 
vertebrates 
and 
invertebrates each 
integrally dependent on the other and upon dense stands of 
canopy forming kelps and lower growing algae." 


“Substantial” populations of black abalones and large 


numbers of red abalones occur here, the report said, and 


feed primarily on forests of bull kelp. Also rampant along 
this area, it said, are populations of rock fish which, it said, 
form a major food item for “nearshore resident fishes and 
some deeper water forms” for which the reef is also a 
nursery area. 


Neither the rockfish nor the abalone nor the bull kelp are 
cited in the report as adapting readily to warmer water. 
In summary, the report asserted this: 
“Damage to or extermination of the reef fauna would 
result in an extremely slow recovery due to the reef’s

Two men sought for murders 


LODI, Calif (UPI) 
Two men wanted tor a double 
slaying in Mesa, Ariz., last month are now being sought by 
authorities for questioning in Wednesday’s “execution” of 
nine persons in an expensive, rambling ranch home in Cali­ 
fornia s wine country 
It was the sixth mass murder case in California in the last 
four years. 
“ We want to talk to them because of the similarity of the 
execution-style killings,” said Sheriff Michael M Canlis. 
He said he has issued no warrants 


But sheriff’s deputies in Phoenix. Ariz., said warrants for 
the two men were issued there in connection with the Mesa 
slayings. The deputies said the information was forwarded 
to Lodi authorities. 


The bodies of Walter Parkin. 33, his wife, their two 
children and five friends all bound and gagged— were 


found Wednesday inside Parkin’s new $65,000 ranch home in 
the sprawling vineyards in north-central California All had 
been shot in the head at close range with a revolver 
Parkin owned the only grocery store in the town of 
Victor, a community of 270 persons three miles east of 
here. A safe at the store was opened normally and emptied 
of all cash, reportedly around $4,000. 
“ It looks like the work of a madman,” said the sheriff 
“ All of them appear to have been executed ” 
He said the victims were tied and gagged and it appeared 
to be a “professional job.” 
The two men wanted for questioning were identified as 
Luther Steelman, 28, Lodi, and Douglas E Gretzler, 22, 
New York state. 
Steelman was convicted in San Joaquin County of 
forgery, escaping from the county jail and possession of 
marijuana and glue sniffing. 


isolation from other rocky coastal habitats and the 
nonmigratory behavior of the indigenous species. It is 
therefore imperative to protect the existing biota and to 
monitor constantly the areas adjoining Diablo Cove. ” 
The voluminous study had only this to say on the thermal 
impact of the warm water discharge on the reef’s marine 
community: 
“Information available at the date of this report (1973) on 
the effects of a warm water discharge into a temperate, 
nearshore, rocky marine environment is not sufficient to 
judge what changes in the biota or life history patterns may 
occur in the Diablo Canyon area ” 
Marine biologist Richard Burge, one of the study’s 
authors, added that the community of life dwelling along 
the isolated shoreside strip “ is not particularly unique with 
the exception that each stretch of coastline is like a thumb 
print. None are the same. 
“We are concerned about the bull kelp. We know that 
some will be lost outside the cove, but we don’t know how 
much.” Kelp has been described as one of the most 
temperature — sensitive organisms in the area. 


“It’s possible that they (the abalone and other organisms 
dependant upon the kelp as a food source) might survive 
but their food items will not. 


“What we re hoping is that the effects of the discharge 
will be limited to the cove. This has been PG&E’s 
prediction. If so, we ll have about 32 acres where there's 
been a change.” 
If the thermal impact is more extensive than that, Burge 
said, the Department of Fish and Game will mitigate with 
PG&E to effect measures to alleviate the problem. 
Meanwhile, he said, Diablo Cove will be a “testing ground 
and laboratory to determine exactly what the effects of a 
discharge of this type will be on the marine environment.”

Atlantis searchers 
may get money back 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) — Students who took part in an ill- 
fated search for Atlantis last summer learned Wednesday 
that they can either get their money back or take academic 
credit for the anthropology course, but the expedition s 
leader found out she’s wanted by the Spanish government. 
Pepperdine University, which sponsored the classroom 
portion of the six-week expedition, said the students may 
opt for a complete refund of the $80 tuition if they don’t 
want the credit. 
In Cadiz, Spain, the base of operations for the Atlantis 
search, a judge issued a warrant for the detention of 
Maxine Asher, of Los Angeles, leader of the hunt. Court 
officials said the warrant alleges that a check Mrs. Asher 
gave a hotel for student expenses was returned for lack of 
funds. 
Nearly 50 scuba divers, housewives and university and 
high school students paid up to $2,800 for the chance to dig 
up artifacts of ancient civilizations and possibly find the 
lost continent of Atlantis. 
Two weeks into the expedition last July, Mrs. Asher an­ 
nounced that three scuba divers had found traces of what 
was believed to be Atlantis outside the 12-mile territorial 
limits of Spain. One of the divers, Stewart Slavin, a 
vacationing UPI reporter, denied the find of roads, columns 
and walls, and said the dive was made less than a mile 
offshore near a Roman excavation.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - First, second 
and third grade students in California 
public schools have made "modest gains” 
in improving their reading skills and now 
rate slightly above the national level, the 
state Board of Education was told today. 
The gains during the 1972-73 school year 
reversed earlier 
downward 
trends 
recorded when students were given the 
Stanford Reading Test, which was initiated 
in 1967. 
However, that test was replaced with the 
Cooperative Primary Reading Test in 1970 
through 
1972 
and 
reflected 
the 


improvement, a report to the board said 
The report said that in 1972 average 
scores for first grade students exceeded 
the test publisher’s national level by five 
percentile points. "The gradual upward 
trend in raw scores continued in 1973 but 
did not change the percentile rank of the

peace at college 
Blue-eyed blond handles 90-pound ¡ackhammer

Quaker is teaching peace at 
Cabrillo College 


The purpose of the course, 
taught 
by 
Dr 
Earle 
Reynolds, is to teach that 
conflicts need not be settled 
by war. 


“ Conflict will always be 
with us,” said Reynolds, 
“ but the means we use to 
settle our conflict need not 
always be the same.” 


About 20 students are en­ 
rolled in the course, which 
explores 
such topics as 
“ peace 
as 
a 
science,” 
“ peace 
and 
conflict,” 
“ peace action” and “ peace 
as a profession ” 


Reynolds, in an interview, 
said he spent the past 12 
years lecturing all over the 
United States, trying to sell 
the idea of teaching peace 


He 
succeeded 
in 
establishing the first peace 
course 
on 
the 
Cabrillo 
College campus after two 
professors there heard of 
Reynolds’ 
interest 
and 
asked him to establish the 
class. 


Reynolds 
supplies 
the 
class with his own private 
library of 80 books covering 
the entire range of peace 
topics. Students also go on 
field trips such as a recent 
trip to San Jose where they 
heard a talk by an editor of a 
national peace newspaper, 
Between the Lines. 
They also participate in 
simulation 
games 
simulating 
an 
actual 
problem 
situation, 
then 
analyzing it. 
In one game, Reynolds 
explained, the class divided 
into two groups. One group 
represented 
community 
leaders and the other those

who wanted to make a 
change in the community. 
The groups analyzed the 
conflict by performing a 
charade 


Although the idea of peace 
courses is relatively new, 
Reynolds said peace as an 
applied science is catching 
on at many schools, with 
programs 
leading 
to 
doctorate and professorship 
peace 
degrees 
in 
some 
colleges. 


Reynolds’ 
efforts 
for 
peace have included taking 
medical supplies to North 
and South Vietnam with a 
crew of other Quakers. He 
traveled 
on 
the 
boat 
Phoenix to these and other 
places, including a trip to 
Russia 
in the 
1950s to 
protest 
nuclear 
testing 
there. 


Reynolds’ interest 
in 
peace goes back to the 1940s 
when 
he 
was 
an 
anthropologist serving on 
the Atomic Bomb Casualty 
Commission. 
The 
commission studied 
the 
effects of the bomb on 
Hiroshima; his 
studies 
centered around the effect 
of radiation on the body, 
especially in children. 


The anthropologist then 
spent 
six 
years 
sailing 
around the world. While 
docked 
in Hawaii, 
his 
Phoenix was next to a 
Quaker boat, the Golden 
Rule. 


He said the Golden Rule 
had tried to enter the Bikini 
testing zone and failed, so 
he attempted 
it in his 
Phoenix. Reynolds said he 
was arrested for this, and 
shortly afterwards became 
a Quaker because of his 
admiration for the Golden 
Rule crew.

Scarcity of fish 
bring bears to town 


SOUTH NAKNEK, Alaska 
(UPI) — There is such a 
scarcity of fish in Bristol 
Bay and tributaries that 
Alaska brown bears are 
invading villages looking for 
food. 
“ The smokehouses really 
got it this year,” said Mrs. 
Donald 
Nielsen. 
“ Some 
women decided to wait and 
freeze fish until the bears 
clear out and then smoke 
the salmon.” 
Nielsen, who lives in this 
Aleut village, produced a 
motion picture last summer 
about the lack of fish. One of 
the 
stars 
of 
this 
documentary 
is 
Nick 
Gregory, 
a 
veteran 
fisherman of Eskimo and 
Greek descent. 
The title of the film, 
“ There Are No Mofe Fish,’’ 
were 
words 
spoken 
by 
Gregory as he sat on a dock 
shaking his head. 
“ Ten years from now,” 
said Gregory, ‘T il take my 
grandson to the museum to 
show him the Bristol Bay 
red salmon. 
‘i ’ll tell him those are the 
fish that used to be in 
Bristol Bay. There are no 
more fish.” 
The film is a poignant 
protest by the people of 
southwestern Alaska who 
have watched bitterly as the 
red salmon have vanished 


from Bristol Bay. 
The 1973 season was a 
financial disaster. 
And the lack of fish has 
brought on the plague of 
bears. 
Alaska brownies are the 
largest and most ferocious 
bears 
in 
the 
world. 
However, under ordinary 
circumstances, 
these 
survivors of the ice ages 
stay as far away from man 
as they can. 
But hunger has changed 
that attitude and women 
like Mary Jane Nielsen live 
in fear. Intrusion by at least 
two bears a ’night is not 
unusual. 
Nielsen 
has 
counted three bears walking 
through South Naknek in 
broad daylight. 
The Bristol Bay villagers 
also are bothered by what 
they call head hunters.” 
These are outside sports 
hunters looking for trophies 
and the natives accuse them 
of depleting the stocks of 
moose, caribou and other 
game 
with 
which 
the 
villages 
attempt 
to 
supplement their diet. 
The 
natives, 
who use 
every 
part 
of 
an 
animal—from 
hoof 
to 
nose—for food, clothing and 
other needs, are horrified 
when they come across a 
kill and find the head hacked 
off with the rest left to rot.

Citizenship should be sold 


NEW

motivational researcher calls on the billion 
dollar advertising industry to sell more 
than 
its 
products—also 
sell 
good 
citizenship. 
The suggestion couldn’t come at a better 
time. 
As the researcher, Dr. Ernest Dichter 
puts it, “ We may all know how to recite the 
pledge 
of 
allegiance, 
or 
how 
many 
presidents there were, but living in a 
democracy, as our Watergate hearings 
show, demands something entirely dif­ 
ferent. 
“ How many of us have really learned to 
combat prejudices within ourselves? How 
many have learned to accept criticism, to 
live with a president they did not vote for, 
to react not emotionally to the issues, but 
in an intelligent and rational way?’’ 
Dichter, 
head of 
the 
Institute for 
Motivational Research, Inc., Croton-on- 
Hudson, N.Y., says that “ billions of dollars 
are spent on advertising and a good portion 
of it now is devoted to fulfilling the task of 
social responsibility.’’ 


But he indicates there’s room for much 
more 
awareness 
in 
the 
business 
community. For one, he will tailor a 
citizenship test for a client—he’s already 
devised one for one corporation. 
Writing 
in the current ‘ Findings , 
institute publication, Dichter tells some 
methods by which good citizenship can be 
sold. 
“ For example,” he says, “ in asking 
people to decide between one brand and 
another, they could very well teach them at 
the same time how one makes decisions 
altogether, which of course is an extremely 
important process in voting, and is not 
being taught at present in elementary or 
high schools. 


“ The advertiser could be of great help 
and do something worthwhile, both for his 
product and for the improvement of our 
democratic institutions. 
“ The advertiser also can sell the public 
on awareness of one’s emotions and often 
lack of control over them.’’ 
Dichter tells how. “ The advertiser could 
refer to a particular product or service and 
say, Be aware that you may well be 
guided... by your own emotions. In other 
words, we are not trying to put one over on 
you. Of course we’re playing on your desire 
to be more beautiful...the innate desire 
that most of us have for safety or for 
security. That’s why we write the ads and 
the commercials the way we do, trying to 
sell vou insurance. 


“ But instead of using any kind of 
subversive approaches, we are telling you 
about it quite openly...you are being in­ 
fluenced much more than you think by 
emotion. For example, you may vote for a 
candidate just because he is good looking 
or because he has a nice voice, but he may 
really not be the right kind of public 
servant.’” 
Dichter says advertisers should be 
honest in their claims and honest with the 
reader or listener in what the advertiser is 
doing. 


A commercial for a garment could also 
carry the message, be guided by your own 
beliefs even though your friends may tell 
you* the 
garment 
is 
not 
right 
for 
you—’’Have your own standards and don’t 
just bend with the wind. That’s the kind of 
citizen who will not be too easily influenced 
by rhetoric or false propaganda.”

Cabrillo Varsity Coach Evert Jones thinks it's tomorrow night 
when his Cabrillo (2-1 in league» squad rolls out against lowly Righetti 
High (0-3) at 8 p m. at Dave Boyd Field in Santa Maria. 
“ It s the kind of game that a coach doesn't look for ward to,’ Jones 
reported “ It's difficult for your players to convince themselves that 
there’s really not that much difference between the squads...I think 
good football teams wind up more often losing to poor teams than they 
do to good teams 
On paper, Jones adds, Righetti has always been strong Stat-wise. 
they haven’t been impressive, with the possible exception of the 
recent passing of new quarterback George Sampson, who’s connected 
on 17 of 47 attempts for a second-in-league 218 yards 
The Warriors have averaged a minuscule 128 rushing yards per 
game, and 81 yards passing. Part of the story behind these stats was 
the loss in midstream of the Warriors starting quarterback 
Sampson, formerly a running back, took a while to break in. Now, 
though, he is what Jones describes as “ a tremendous athlete. 
Another part of the story is an intermittent case of fumbling fever 
(nine against the Braves).

“ In one of the films we saw, he ( Bunki got off the ground and then

Q. I recently read Lance Rentiers book, “ When All the 
Laughter Died in »Sorrow,” and would like to know the sto­ 
ry on his suspension from football by Pete Roielle. The 
hook mentions nothing of this. Also, does he plan to return 
after his suspension? — Janice Hanna, Denver. Colo. 
The book was written and published before his suspension, 
which was well documented in the newspapers (Rent/el, 
while on probation for exposing himself, was arrested on a 
marijuana charge and pleaded guilty to possession, which 
led to Kozelie's action). He probably will try to play for the 
Rams again, though he’ll be 30 next year — and the current 
suspension is indefinite. Around football you hear that 
Rentzel’s troubles are chronic and many of them have been 
unpublicized. 
Q. If a PGA golfer had played in every tournament last 
year and shot even par in every round he played, how much 
money would he have won?

I figgered it out — he could have physically made 43 major 
tournaments and would have won a grand total of $135,144.56 
and finished in the money in every event by shooting even 
par He also would have won both the U.S. Open and the PGA, 
which means two of the three major titles in this country, 
which means Mark McCormick would have signed him up to 
join the Arnold Palmer stable and gotten him another 
million in endorsements, This year, so far, he wouldn't have 
won any tournaments. 
Q. I have a skiing question. Who is Adrien Duvillard and 
w hat were his accomplishments as a French team member? 
How old is he. is he married and what is he doing now? Is he 
any relation to Henri Duvillard, now skiing in France? — 
Rene Bechtold. Lansing. Mich. 
That’s A question? Adrien Duvillard, 36, married, with 
three children, is now the coach of the Dvnastar team on the 
pro skiing circuit. He was on the French national team a 
decade, 1953 through 62, and won several medals in world 
championships, though never a medal in the Olympics. He 
was the world pro champion in 1963, ’65 and ‘69 and won the 
prestigious Lange Cup at Vail in 1970. Henri is his younger 
brother. 
O. I think the zone defense has got to go if professional 
football's not to lose its audience — I've never seen so many 
rabid fans so disinterested this season.

Ketchup is forbidden 


NEW HAVEN, Conn (U PI) - There's a 
hamburger joint here where ketchup is 
forbidden. It doesn't have an advertising 
jingle, it doesn't have a neon sign, but even 
on these raw New England fall days there s 
a line outside the door. 
It’s Louis' Lunch, And it’s an official 
New Haven Historical Society Landmark, 
cited for serving the first hamburger 
sandwiches in the New World. It may not 
be here much longer 
The letter announcing the Society’s plan 
to name Louis a landmark back in 1967 
took note of other claims to the first U.S. 
hamburger, but said “ We think your family 
has a better right to be known as the 
originator of this custom, especially as 
your family invention predates the St. 
Louis (1904 Exposition) claim by at least 
four years. 
“ Since we cannot place our landmarks 
plaque upon a hamburger,' the letter con­ 
tinued, “ we shall be happy shortly to afix 
one to your little building 
The Historical 
Society did so in September, 1967, when 
Louis was facing another threat to its 
existence. 
New Haven got a national reputation as a 
model for federally aided urban redevel­ 
opment during the 1950's and 1960's under 
Mayor Richard C. Lee. Federal dollars 
poured into New Haven, and the city’s 
business center 
is now a 
sparkling 


combination of new buildings, renovations, 
and construction still under way. 
Mayor Lee used to come into Louis’ for 
his lunch every so often. When he did, he 
got the same greeting that goes to most of 
the customers: “ What are you having, 
young man?” from Lee Lassen, or “ Onion, 
or tomato, or a little of each0’’ from the 
boss, Lee's husband Ken 
Lee, like everybody else, had to battle 
the crowd—40 or 50 people jammed into a 
serving area less than 11 feet square, and 
with just 11 permanent seats. 
Louis’ has been serving hamburgers 
since shortly after Ken’s grandfather 
moved inside from a lunchwagon in the 
1890s They started out as a byproduct of 
the “ thinly sliced steak sandwiches.” 
Those are also still served today. 
Ken takes pride in buying the best beef, 
trimming it carefully, and scrapping the 
rest. That’s why ketchup is banned. There 
is a ketchup bottle in the house, though, 
complete with a red string Ken squirts out 
at anyone foolhardy enough to ask for it. 
Louis’ little red brick building is in the 
path of a redevelopment project. The New 
Haven Redevelopment Agency bought the 
land several years ago and has now 
unveiled a $12 million medical center 
project, proposed and financed by 60 
doctors.

Many exempt from 
using smog device 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — Owners of many souped up, 
factory built “ hot rods” and zippy foreign sports cars are 
exempt from the state's latest anti-pollution requirements, 
which will cost five million other California motorists up to 
$35 apiece 
Most drivers who own 1966 to 1970 model cars will, within 
the coming year, have to install new devices to control 
nitrogen oxide emissions under recently approved state Air 
Resources Board regulations By law, the bolt-on devices 
cannot cost more than $35 installed 
But excluded from the new requirements are a variety of 
large displacement, Detroit cars with such high-perfor­ 
mance options as multiple carburetors, fuel injection, tur­ 
bochargers and ram induction 
Also exempt are various popular sports car models from 
abroad, which are likewise outfitted with high performance 
equipment. 
'The basis for exemption is simple,” explains John A. 
Maga, executive officer for the Air Resources Board. “ If 
the device works on the vehicle it’s required to be on; if it 
doesn't work on the vehicle then it’s exempt.” 
Fortunately for performance minded drivers, who 
bitterly complain of drains imposed by pollution control 
equipment, none of the six state-authorized “ Nox devices 
work on their type of car 
Engineers for the state say some of the devices could be 
reworked to accommodate performance engines but would 
mean a cost higher than the legislative-imposed ceiling of 
$35 Thus, there was no choice but to exempt them. 
They also say that cars built for high performance 
frequently work more efficiently and emit less pollution to 
begin with 
Also exempt are most 1970 General Motors cars, autos 
that burn liquified natural gas, many pickups (three- 
quarter ton or larger) and a number of imported Datsuns, 
Saabs and Subarus. 
Because of the technical nature of the exemption 
requirements, all motorists, except those with pickups over 
6,000 pounds gross, will need to have their vehicles 
inspected and granted an exemption sticker or pay to have 
the devices installed 
Exactly when depends on where they live, the last digit of 
their license number and whether or not the car changes 
ownership 
Starting last month in the populous and smoggy regions of 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and San Diego, installation was 
required on 1966-70 cars registered for the first time in 
California or those being registered to new owners. 
Beginning Jan. 1, the requirement will be expanded state­ 
wide 
# 
„ 
Additionally, cars with the last digits of their license 
plates either a “ 1” or “ 2” will have until the end of 
February to be equipped, regardless of whether they 
change hands. The number “ 3” will have March, and so 
forth on a number-by-month basis until the deadline for the 
digit “ 0” in October. The deadline for personalized plates 
also is October 
Enforcement will be handled by the California Highway 
Patrol at random inspections. Motorists caught more than 
a month beyond their deadline face immediate fines of $50. 
Repeat violators face fines up to $250. 


Installation of the devices or certificates of exemption 
can be obtained only from state certified “ Class A” repair 
shops or service stations. 


The aim of the program is to cut at least 42 per cent of 
nitrogen oxide emissions, a principle ingredient in 
California’s characteristic photochemical smog.

In the next few days, the Catholic 
bishops will convene, and one fears 
t ha t 
they 
will 
vote 
most 
imprudently to endorse the boycott 
of the product of a company called 
Fa.ah, which manufactures pants of 
one sort or another in San Antonio 
and, principally, El Paso. 


The boycott of Farah products has 
become the new thing to do among 
the restlessly indignant, and their 
success among Catholic clergymen 
is greatly to be regretted if only 
because 
some 
Catholic 
priests 
whose social thought has not moved 
since the mid-thirties are captive to 
the superstition that unionizing an 
enterprise 
is 
always under 
all 
circumstances the thing to do, and 
that one can automatically reason 
from a non-union plant, to a plant 
that abuses its employes. 
What is so very 
strange about the 
Farah situation is 
that the workers do 
not desire a union. 
The wages at Farah 
are apparently at 
the 
level 
of 
the 
wages of unionized 
plants in the area — 
even higher, it is 
maintained. 
This is perhaps one reason why, 
when the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America went down to 
Texas to organize the plants, they 
failed to come up even with the 30 
per cent required to bring on a union 
election under the supervision of the 
National Labor Relations Board.

by clerical hands. El Paso’s Bishop 
Metzger has talked about Farah’s

Bishop Hogan of Rochester wrote 
the local merchants urging them to 
consider the “moral issue." Bishop 
Byrne of St. Paul urged the boycott 
of local merchants. It snowballed. 
Five bishops from the Southwest 
backed the boycott, then the Texas 
Conference 
of 
Churches, 
and 
bishops in Pittsburgh, Scranton, 
Philadelphia, and Buffalo. 
I tell you, it is enough to make a 
man feel sinful for defending the 
right of Farah’s workers to reject 
Mr. Finley’s union. Those seeking 
sacerdotal relief must go to the 
Reverend Paul Poling, a retired 
P resbyterian 
m in ister 
who 
conducted 
a 
lengthy 
personal 
investigation 
into 
the 
Farah 
situation and last June released the 
results of his inquiry. He concluded 
that the Most Reverend Bishop 
Metzger was quite full of baloney on 
the factual questions at issue, and 
pointed out that the Bishop had 
never accepted an invitation to two 
of the Farah plants to talk to the 
workers 
One fears that the simple old 
identifications continue to pursue 
us. Good and humane management, 
is the myth, requires a labor union.

He was a small man, slight of 
stature, “ no bigger,” someone said, 
“than half a piece of soap" and his 
friends called him Jemmy. In June. 
1789, 
Rep. 
James 
Madison 
of 
Virginia rose on the floor of the 
House of Representatives, (sitting 
in New York), adjusted the ruffles 
at breast and wrist, and made 
cer ta in 
ob serv a tio n s 
about 
impeachment. 
Let’s 
listen 
to 
Jemmy, 
who 
became the fourth President of 
United States: 
Suppose in days to come, he said, 
“an unworthy president maintains 
in 
office 
an 
unworthy 
cabinet 
member. 
“Then 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives can at any time 
impeach him, and the Senate can 
remove him. whether the President, 
chooses or not. ” 
Yes, 
he 
continued, 
but 
“the 
President can displace from office a 
man whose merits require that he 
should be continued in it. That was 
the other side of the coin, he 
explained, and the modem reader 
will, of course, think of President 
Nixon 
and 
Special 
Watergate 
Prosecutor 
Archibald 
Cox. 
And 
what, Madison asked, “will be the 
motives which the President can 
feel for such abuse of his power, and 
the 
restraints 
that 
operate 
to 
K 
revent it? In the first place he will 
e impeached by this House, before 
the Senate, for such an act of 
maladministration: for I contend 
that 
the 
wanton 
removal 
of 
meritorious officers would subject 
him to impeachment and removal 
from his own high trust ” 
“But what can be the motives for 
displacing a worthy man?" he said. 
“It must be that he (the President) 
may fill the place with an unworthly 
character of 
his own. 
Can 
he 
accomplish this end? No," he said. 
Madison was talking about the 
office of a possible “Secretary of the 
Department of Foreign Affairs" 
(Secretary 
of 
State), 
requiring 
S e n a te 
c o n f ir m a t io n . 
But 
confirmation 
or 
not, 
Madison's 
words had equal relevancy: “If he 
could fill the vacancy with the man 
he might choose, I am sure that he 
would have little inducement to 
make an improper removal. Let us 
consider 
the 
consequences. 
The 
injured man will be supported by the 
popular opinion: the community will 
take sides with him against the 
President ... To displace a man of 
high merit, and who from his station 
may be supposed a man of extensive 
influence, are considerations which 
will 
excite 
serious 
reflections 
beforehand in the mind of any man 
who may fill the Presidential chair. 
The friends of those individuals and 
the public sympathy will be against 
him.” 
. 
Madison 
went 
on 
with 
his 
methodical logic: “If this should not 
S 
roduce impeachment before the 
enate, 
it 
will 
amount 
to 
an 
impeachment before the country, 
who 
will 
heave 
the 
power 
of 
punishment, by refunding to re-elect 
him.” 
The 22nd amendment has, of 
course, made Mr. Nixon ineligible 
for another election, but his party is 
up for election one year from now 
and it may want to disassociate 
itself from Watergate. Anyway, 
that’s the guide James Madison 
gave us some 180 years ago, as set 
down dutifully in the Annals of 
Congress, Vol. 1, June 17,1789. 
A couple of months ago this 
fallible column reported that there 
wasn’t a chance of impeachment. 
Things have changed. It has been an 
agonizing process of watching Mr. 
Nixon knock himself out. Always he 
makes concessions and always too 
late. 
I have seen what I regard as three 
suprem e 
one-man

performances in my life-time. First 


was FDR’s “little dog Fala" speech 
to 
the 
Teamsters 
here 
in 
Washington in 1944 It was so funny 
and devasting that Dewey, who had 
run his candidate’s special train into 
a quiet siding to hear it, changed his 
whole campaign plan It was the 
only time in my life where I saw 
men, exuberant union leaders who 
had been fortifying themselves for 
the occasion, literally rolling in the 
aisles. 


Next I must put in, in fairness, 
Nixon's “Checkers" speech in 1952. 
Ike was ready to ditch him at the

of

fund. 
(Secret fund! — it seems third 
grade stuff today). The speech was 
maudlin 
and 
politically 
superb. 
“Pat doesn’t have a mink coat. But 
she

I put number three, Jack Kennedy 
at the Rice Hotel in Houston at 8 .30

Whither the road? 


As this is being written, the 
appellate court in Los Angeles 
presumably was in the act of 
announcing 
whether

should continue in force against the 
Highway 1 bypass project. 
Bruce Sharpe, attorney for PLUS, 
P reserve 
Lompoc’s 
Unique 
Surroundings and the Homeowners 
Security Alliance, said the other day 
he thought the three-judge panel 
would probably take the question 
under advisement, pending further 
study. 
If the delay were 
to last beyond Dec 
31,
